He shou ld also make a perma­ 
nent record of the name and ad­ 
dress of the ov.'ner, the license 
nu mber, the home state, and n u m­ 
ber of occu pants of each trailer. 
Camps shou ld be located so th a t! 
drainage will not endanger water ’ 
su pplies. They shou ld be located I 
in areas free from places in which 
mosqu itoes breed. 
The trailers shou ld not be so 
close together that they represent 
a hazard to each other. There 
shou ld be a clear space of at least 
10 feet on each side between the 
trailers. 
It is also necessary that there 
be a safe water su pply with plenty 
of ou tlets, and that there be also 
a place in which the tanks on the 
trailers can be filled u nder sani­ 
tary conditions. 
All states shou ld prohibit the

to fill tanks in trailers.

Later « she was a 
feature writer on the Miami, Fla., 
Daily News, and from there she 
went to New York.
